is expected to decrease by about 2 
million acres in the state by 1975. 
York said that this decrease will 
be due primarily to an increase in 
urban land use. 

York envisioned a big increase 
in the production and consumption 
of citrus. However, because of the 
possibility that production will in- 
crease faster than consumer de- 
mand, he predicted there wouid be 
little or no increase in total income 
from citrus. . T 

Dr. York said the projection in- 
dicates.that by 1975 Florida will 
be producing ohly about 40 per 
cent of the beef and less than 10 
per cent of the pork consumed in 
the state. :
